A by-law enabling the Corporation to 
raise $9,000 for cemetery pur])oses will be 
laid befiu'o the piibhc. It is proposed to 
improve [{cwa Bay cemetery ami acquire 
land to enlarge it. We comineiid thit by 
law to tho support <if the property holders. 
The demand it la called upon to meet i.s 
an urgent one. 

The necessity for the erection of a 
building to increase the capacity of tlie 
Corporation buildings hits long been ap 
parent. For an addition to the City Mall 
buildings $8,000 will be required. A by 
law enabling the Cori)oration to raise this 
amount will be submitted and will, no 
doubt, be successful. It is an imperative 
necessity. 

It will he remembered that the sub- 
scribers of the Mechanics' Library Inati 
tute handed over their library to the city 
council as a free, and partially free, circu- 
latuig library. These books, a very valu- 
able collection, wore only saverl to tlu^ 
city through the exertions of ex Mayor 
Fell. As at present, lying covered with 
dust, and in a fair way of heiiii; de- 
stroyed, it might have Ijcen just as well 
ll;id they not been aceeiited. liul there 
they are, and it i.s advis.alde that lliey 
should bo put in such a condition as to be 
of use. The by-law will make ib lawful 
for the council to assume control of the 
library, and to assume and pay any lia- 
bilities in connection with it, not to ex- 
ceed $450; to establish and maintain a 
public, free or partially free, Library, of 
which the library accepted and tjikeii over 
as aforesaid siiall be the micleus; to ub- j 
tjiin suitable premises therefor, and fnun 
time to time to accept or purchase sueb 
additions tlnu-eto, and such f'lruitnre as 
the C<uincil shall deem expedient; and to 
ippoiiib it conipoteiil person to be the 
City Librarian, at such a salary as the 
Council shall fix, provided that the totil 
ux|)unditure under the authority of 
this section shall not exceed the 
aum of 91,200 in any one year. 
This bylaw was defeated when it was last 
placed before the riitepiiyerH, hut wo trust 
It will i^ieet wltli a ditlerent fate this 
time. Hardly a city on the eontiueiit, 
big or little, can be found which dues not 
possess a public library. Fve_ii Vaucou 
ver, one of the youngest, is op to I he 
times ill this respect. How i<uig will our 
people lie under the stigm.i / It is com 
plained that our young men frequent 
places which Injuriously afl'oct their mor- 
als, and lead them into the paths ,of vice 
and sin. Those are their resort in the 
evenings, and why? Because they have 
nowhere else to go ; nowheri?

With ajnibiic library 
ill a central laeuti(jii, well-lighted and 
made comfortable, the young men eould 
meet Ujgetlier in the evenings and cMi joy 
thcmsolvtis.
